Cambodia War Lost Without A id ? 


PHNOM PENH, Cambodia <AP) — 
The Cambodian commander in chief 
says that unless his forces receive the 
$222 million supplemental military aid 
sought by President Ford, they will 
lose the war before the year is out. 
“Even with more aid we cannot win, 
but we can hold the other side to a 
stalem ate 
that 
may 
lead 
to 
negotiations,” Gen. Sosthene Fer­ 
nandez told The Associated Press in an 
interview. 


The interview coincided with a 
Pentagon announcement Tuesday that 
a U.S.-financed supply airlift from 
Thailand to Phnom Penh would double 
its flights into the besieged capital in a 
round-the-clock operation. 
Sources at the Phnom Penh airport 
reported that the charter firm hired by 
the United States, Bird Air, began the 
doubled-up operation two days ago. 


increasing its flights from IO to 20 
every 24 hours. 
Fernandez said that in two years the 
government has cut 100,000 “phantom 
troops" — those who existed in name 
only so that their commanders could 
collect their pay — off the rolls. 
“We are removing poor officers,” he 
declared. “We are cracking down on 
corruption, but it all takes time, We 
need more aid to get that time.” 
The U.S. Congress approved $200 
million of the $362 million in military 
aid which the Nixon administration 
requested for Cambodia in the 1974-75 
fiscal year. However, one Western 
source said that due to inflation, even 
$362 million would not have been 
enough to get the 
Phnom 
Penh 
government through the year. 
A Western supply expert said that 
without increased aid, “the army will 
run out of ammunition in two months." 


Another logistics expert said the army 
is a wornout military machine needing 
replacement of everything from 60mm 
mortars to 105mm artillery pieces and 
MI 13 armored vehicles. 
Phnom Penh’s ammunition stocks 
have been seriously depleted because 
the guns of the Khmer Rouge rebels 
along 
the 
Mekong 
River 
have 
drastically reduced supply convoys 
from South Vietnam. With all high­ 
ways into the city cut for months, the 
airlift is now the Cambodian gover- 
ment’s only reliable supply channel. 
Only three convoys carrying am­ 
munition, rice and fuel made it up the 
Mekong in January. One Western 
diplomat said if more do not arrive 
within the next two weeks, the situ­ 
ation would be critical. Foreign 
analysts agree that the city will fall if 
the government cannot reopen the 
river. 


The insurgents have an estimated 
12,000 troops along the 60-mile run 
from the Vietnamese border and have 
sunk about 15 ships and barges. In the 
past week, the Khmer Rouge have 
made the trip even more hazardous by 
planting a large number of mines in 
the channel. 


The Cambodian military command 
reported today that the Khmer Rouge 
attacked government outposts on the 
western approach to Phnom Penh, set 
fire to three villages 12 miles from the 
city and killed a number of villagers. 
The command also reported IO rockets 
hit the airport, a nearby market and a 
village and wounded two civilians 


In South Vietnam, the government 
said fighting continued at the lowest 
level in more than two months because 
of the annual celebration of Tet, the lu­ 
nar new year festival.

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Ford is cautioning Americans to brace 
for a faster-than-forecast surge in 
unemployment but says the jobless 
rate will peak at under IO per cent and 
gradually head downward before 
year’s end. 
The President’s personal predictions 
on the closely watched indicator of the 
nation’s recession came at a Topeka, 
Kan., news conference Tuesday night 
after he announced the release of $2 
billion in frozen highway funds to spur 
125,000 or more jobs in the hard-hit 
construction industry. 
Ford scheduled a late-morning 
meeting today with his top economic 
advisers to discuss unemployment and 
the reaction to his latest two-day trip in 
search of support for his economic and 
energy proposals. 
Economic questions dominated 
Ford’s second out-of-town news con­ 
ference in a week, but theie were these 
disclosures on other subjects: 
—He believes "the possibility exists 


for a step-by-step progress in the 
Middle East” and that if Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger returns from 
his current Middle East mission “with 
some encouraging news ... he will 
probably go back shortly thereafter for 
what we would hope would be a settle­ 
ment on a step-by-step basis.” 
—Ford repeated his warning that 
unless progress is made “there is a 
very serious prospect” of another 
Middle East war and oil embargo. 


—The President, asked about the 
possibility of resigned President 
Richard M. Nixon returning to the 
national or diplomatic scene, said: “I 
see no prospect for any appointment 
because of his health ...” 
—Ford defended his private 45- 
minute meeting this week with former 
Treasury Secretary John B. Connally, 
under indictment for perjury and 
bribery 
“I see no conflict what­ 
soever,” Ford said. Until Connally’s 
case is resolved. “I think it is very 


appropriate for me to meet with him to 
discuss ... both domestic and foreign 
policy.” 
Ford skirted a direct response when 
asked whether he agreed with his 
economic advisers’ forecast that 
unemployment will peak at 8.5 per cent 
about midsummer The jobless rate 
soared to 8.2 per cent last month, the 
highest figure in more than three 
decades. 
“ My own personal feeling is that 
there may be some increases, but I 
think the hump will have been reached 
sooner than some of the experts are 
forecasting and that the trend will 


start in the other direction 
the 
President said. 
At one point, Ford said: “I don’t 
want to get in a numbers game about 
what the unemployment figure might 
be at a certain date.” But at another 
point he said AF I XTO President 
George Meany “pulled that figure out 
of the air” when he predicted a IO per 
cent jobless rate. 
"... We don’t foresee a figure as high 
as that forecast by Mr. Meany,” Ford 
said. He added that with his economic 
program “the rate of unemployment 
will gradually go down at the end of 
1975 and be improved in 1976.”

Ohio M ay Not Get 
Highw ay Funding 


WASHINGTON (AP) - At least six 
states apparently won’t be able to 
meet federal requirements for ob­ 
taining a share of the $2 billion in im­ 
pounded highway funds being released 
by the Ford administration. 
But officials in at least 17 other 
states say they’re eager to put the 
money to work and are able to meet 
the requirement for matching federal 
dollars with state funds. 
President Ford announced release of 
the funds Tuesday in an effort to 
stimulate employment in the con­ 
struction industry. White House 
spokesmen say the money will fund 
125,000 new jobs. 
Officials in some states planning to 
apply for the money say they’ll have to 
rearrange their budgets or ask state 
legislatures to approve funds. 
Spokesmen in six states, Ohio, 
Illinois, Washington, Minnesota, Idaho 
and South Dakota, said there was not 
enough state money to match the fed­ 
eral funds. 
Under the current financing for­ 
mula, states are required to provide $3 


Indiana Dem os 
Pass Relief Plan 


INDIANAPOIJS (AP) - Majority 
Democrats in the Indiana 
House 
passed two more parts of their 
emergency economic relief program 
Tuesday. 
They also defeated Republican ef­ 
forts to amend a bill to double the 
personal income tax exemption. In 
effect, Democrats rejected a GOP 
compromise on tax relief in the divided 
legislature. 
The bills that were passed and 
forwarded to the Senate would in­ 
crease unemployment compensation 
benefits and reduce the auto excise tax 
by 20 per cent. 
Earlier, the House passed a bill to 
suspend temporarily Indiana’s 4 per 
cent sales tax. 


for every $7 the federal government 
allots for noninterstate highways and 
$1 for every $9 in federal money for 
interstate highway construction. 
The Transportation Departm ent 
said the money will be released to 
states on a “first come, first served” 
basis. “We’re just saying, ‘Come and 
get it, it’s here,’” a department 
spokesman said. 
Among the first states to announce 
their intention to get in line were 
Pennsylvania, New York, Florida, 
Arizona, M ississippi, Tennessee, 
Oregon, 
Louisiana, 
Montana, 
Wyoming, Nebraska, Nevada, South 
Carolina, New Hampshire, Hawaii, 
Georgia and Kansas, where Ford 
announced release of the money. 
Some state officials say they don’t 
know where the necessary matching 
money will come from, but they’re 
determined to find it. 
“If we have to get matching funds, 
we TI do something to get the money,” 
said Fred Klabore, state highway 
engineer in Oregon. 
In 
Wisconsin, 
Deputy 
Trans­ 
portation Secretary Wayne McGown 
said there are many questions about 
whether the state can meet the mat­ 
ching requirements, but “every effort 
will be made to meet them.” 
Officials in some states are hoping to 
get more money than 
has been 
designated for them. Louisiana High­ 
way Director W.T. Taylor said the 
state is eligible only for $69 million of 
the impounded funds but has sub­ 
mitted $100 million worth of projects 
on the chance that more money may 
become available if other states don’t 
have matching money or projects 
ready to go. 
The released funds also can be used 
for mass transit systems if a state 
decides to substitute the money for 
mass transit instead of building a high­ 
way, the White House said. Asst. White 
House Press Secretary John Carlson 
said mass transit systems could claim 
about $700 million of the $2 billion.

Penn Central 
Shutdown 
Called Off 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) - Trustees 
of the bankrupt Penn Central railroad 
abruptly postponed a 
February 
shutdown after receiving promises of 
swift federal aid. 
The railroad told the House Com­ 
merce Committee last week it would 
refuse new- freight shipments starting 
next Tuesday and would cease oper­ 
ations altogether on Feb. 25 because of 
a cash shortage. 
But Penn Central trustees said 
Tuesday the railroad will continue 
operating while Congress takes action 
to fulfill promised financial aid. 
The trustees also noted unions 
representing most of the Penn Cen­ 
tral’s 78,000 employes had asked for a 
delay in the threatened freight em­ 
bargo. 
Meanwhile, the Erie I^ackawanna, 
another financially troubled Eastern 
railroad, canceled its request for 
authority to halt operations. 
The Erie Lackawanna trustees had 
filed the request in U.S. District Court 
at Cleveland, but they said Tuesday 
that recent developments made them 
more hopeful of getting financial help 
from the government. 
Curtis Clark, secretary of the Erie 
I Lackawanna, noted the Senate has 
approved a bill providing federal aid 
for Erie I^ackawanna and a House 
committee has sent a similar measure 
to the floor for action when Congress 
resumes next week. 
Penn Central has said it needs $14 
million to meet a Feb. 25 payroll, and 
Erie I^ackawanna is asking for $10 mil­ 
lion by the end of the month. 
If the government’s present plans 
are enacted, Penn Central and other 
ailing 
Eastern 
and 
M idwestern 
railroads would be merged into the 
semipublic Consolidated Rail Corp. 
(Conrail) next year. 


Foreign Minister Ismail Fahmy 
welcomed Kissinger and his wife and 
took them to the Tahra Palace, where 
they are staying. Then Kissinger was 
driven to President Anwar Sadat’s rest 
house at Barrages, on the Nile IO miles 
north 
of 
Cairo, 
to 
begin 
their 
discussions over lunch. 
I Leaving Jerusalem, Kissinger said 
the purpose of his talks was “to ex­ 
plore the 
basic principles 
and 
categories of a possible interim 
agreement” and he would now have 
“similar discussions with the Egyptian 
leaders.” 
“We didn’t expect too much from the 
first move,” Alton said. “We must 
stick to the initiative until we get 
positive results.” 
The secretary of state stressed “we 
did not attempt to reach any final 
conclusions on this trip.” 
Kissinger flew to Cairo to tell Sadat 
how much more of the Sinai desert 
Israel is prepared to return in a second 
disengagement agreement and w hat it 
demands from Egypt in return. 
After getting Sadat’s outline of the 
agreement he wants, the American 
negotiator is to fly back to Jerusalem 
Thursday with a stop en route in Dam­ 
ascus, the Syrian capital.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )- Gov. 
James A. Rhodes apparently is getting 
an unexpected boost in his bid for 
legislative approval of a plan to put a 
gasoline tax increase on the June 3 
primary ballot. 
leaders said Tuesday they are 
concerned Ohio could miss out on 
about $100 million in federal highway 
funds because the state lacks the 
needed matching funds. 
President Ford announced Tuesday 
he is releasing about $2 billion in high­ 
way trust funds impounded by former 
President Nixon in 1972. 
“I understand Ohio stands to receive 
about $100 million in those funds,” said 
House Speaker Vernal Riffe Jr., D-89 
New- Boston, “but we don’t have the 
state money to match it. . . even on a 
90-10 basis which would require only 
$10 million.” 
The speaker added “there’s a very 
serious problem” in the state’s high­ 
way 
construction 
program 
and 
“something’s got to be done about it.” 
Riffe indicated the legislature would 
be unlikely to try to use part of an 
expected $122 million state surplus to 
obtain the federal money since “we’ve 
already spent $91.3 million of it.” 
He noted that the highway program, 
which gets all highway user tax 
revenues to run its operations, doesn’t 
normally receive money from the 
general fund. “I suppose there could 
be a general fund appropriation for the 
department,” he said, however 
The speaker’s reference to the $91.3 
million “already spent” was to a 
supplem ental school appropriation 
voted 
by the 
Democrat-controlled 
legislature over Rhodes’ objections. 
Rhodes has until next Wednesday to 
act on that matter, and remains silent 
on his intentions. 
Some leaders are predicting he will 
either sign the measure or allow it to 
become law without his signature, not 
wanting to rankle Democrats he is 
asking to approve a total of four June 
ballot proposals. 
Rhodes told a news conference 
Monday he will ask the lawmakers to 
approve his proposal to add nine- 
tenths of a cent to the state’s present 
seven cents a gallon gasoline tax. It 
would be used to pay off $1.64 billion 
worth of general obligation bonds to 
finance various transportation im­ 
provements. 
Earlier, Rhodes proposed a big tax 
break program for industries to get 
them to locate in run down city areas, 
and another constitutional amendment 
to permit the state to issue about $500 
million in self-retiring revenue bonds 
for housing and nursing homes. 
Rhodes’ fourth and final proposal, to 
be announced at a news conference 
Thursday, 
will 
involve 
recom ­ 
mendations for various types of im­ 
provements in downtown city areas, as 
well as construction of ports along the 


Ohio River. 
Riffe said Democrats will await 
details of all four programs, which the 
governor promised by next Monday, 
before taking a position on them. “We 
intend to look at them, consider them, 
and act on them on the merits,” he 
said. 
The legislature is in recess this week 
except technically for the House which 
is holding skeleton sessions to permit 
introduction of more bills. It received 
31 at such a session Tuesday. 
Among them was a new version of 
previously-defeated bill to require 
five-cent deposits on beverage con­ 
tainers and to outlaw so-called “snap 
top cans” in a bid to control littering. 
A similar measure was voted down 
last year for fear of its effects on 
employment in Ohio’s Glass industry, 
located principally in the Toledo area. 
Freshman Rep. Virginia Avern, D-17 
Lyndhurt, the chief sponsor, included a 
new provision in her bill which would 
require a state study to determine 
economic impact as 
well as an 
evaluation of how well it would work to 
control littering. 
In another new bill, Rep. Frederick 
N. Young, R-38 Dayton, seeks to en­ 
courage bicycling in Ohio by having 
the state appropriate $10 million for 
local governments for the creation of 
bike trails and “bikeways.”

A Joke, Maybe 


Four scien tists affiliated 
with the Foundation for Ocean 
Research in San Diego must 
have had a slow day on the 
oceans and began joking about 
what causes tornadoes. One of 
them suggested jokingly 
it 
might have something to do 
with large volumes of traffic 
driving on the right side of 
highways. 
True to their profession, the 
four decided to investigate. 
Obtaining statistics from the 


National 
Severe 
Storms 
Forecast Center in 
Kansas 
City, they began to play 
around with some computer 
model studies. Now they are 
not so certain the idea is a 
joke. 
Reporting their findings in 
the British scientific journal 
Nature, 
the 
California 
scientists say they have found 
a correlation between a rising 
incidence of tornadoes and 
traffic volumes in the United 


States. Even to the point, they 
claim, that tornado activity 
declines on Saturdays when 
the traffic exodus from cities 
is heaviest and resumes again 
following the Sunday return 
traffic flow.

Jimmy Connors, the Peck s Bad Boy 
of Tennis, has the look of a mean little 
acolyte I once knew who squeezed an 
orange in the holy water font at our 
church and drank it with loud slurping 
noises. The rest of us were startled, but 
admiring. And maybe jealous for not 
having thought of it first. 
Connors, with his page-boy bob and 
little glinting eyes, repeating what the 
great Red Smith described discreetly 
as "a single obscenity again and again 
under his breath” during the warm-up 
for his match against Rod Laver at 
Caesars Palace, I^s Vegas, may in­ 
deed be a louse unworthy of lifelong 
matrimony to angelic Chris Evert. 
But he also happens to be the 
greatest tennis player in the world. 
And that's all he promised to be. 
The $100,000 check thrust upon 
Connors after beating leaver in the 
finest hardest-hitting tennis match 
ever screened will not mellow this 22- 
year-old tiger. He will continue to play 
as if his life depended on every shot, 
slashing, grunting, setting things up 
for a savage overhead or rapier volley. 
He would have drop-shot his loving 
mother in a friendly match, par­ 
ticularly if she had gout. 
His killer instinct will make him one 
of the richest figures in sports history. 
At 22, he made four or five times as 
much dough on the same Sunday af­ 
ternoon as 45-year-old Arnold Palmer 
had a chance of making in the 
Hawaiian Open. 
Connors earned more that day than 
the combined per diem income of 
President Ford, Henry Kissinger, 
Yasir Arafat and John Dean. Con­ 
siderably more money will be at stake 
when Connors inevitably faces another 
ferocious player, John Newcombe, 
who upset him not long ago for the 
Australian singles title. 
Alan 
King, 
the 
comedian- 
entrepreneur who had so much to do 
with bringing Connors and Laver into 
the same arena, aptly introduced their 
match as the world’s heavyweight 
championship of tennis. It was indeed, 
though neither player weighs much 
more than 150 pounds. I’ve never 
watched more entrancingly long 
periods of all-out slugging, more 
exquisite strategy, greater recoveries. 
Ever since my partner Dooly Mitchell 
of Washington, D.C., and I represented 
the Middle Atlantic tennis association 
in the National Doubles at Brookline, 
Mass., lo these many centuries ago, 
and were demolished by Bill Tilden 
and Frank Hunter in the first round, I 
have touted Tilden as the greatest 
player of them all. On first sight, if 
reincarnated, the aristocratic Tilden 
would have regarded Connors as an 
upstart ballboy. But judging from the 
way Connors took care of the enor­ 
mously talented Laver, he probably 
would have beaten Bill’s brains out on 
almost any given day. 
The inescapable truth is that 
everything improves in sports, no

Speaking Of Your Health

A recent tragedy emphasizes the 
carelessness that still exists about 
carbon monoxide. 
A family of four was wiped out by an 
automobile running in,a closed garage. 
It is almost inconceivable that this 
could have occurred after years of 
warnings and campaigns highlighting 
the dangers of carbon monoxide, 
which is an odorless, tasteless and 
colorless gas. Herein lies its chief 
threat. Detection is difficult. 
The greatest concentration of carbon 
monoxide 
comes 
from 
your 
automobile exhaust. It is also a by­ 
product of burning charcoal used in 
cookout grills. Open air disperses 
carbon monoxide and dilutes it so that 
it will cause no harm. Therefore it is 
imperative that automobile engines be 
warmed up in an open space. 
Even with the most careful in­ 
spection, there may be seepage of 
carbon monoxide through the bottom 
of the automobile. For this reason 
while driving, even in cold weather, 
some free flow of air should be cir­ 
culating through open vents or a 
window. 
Many cars in heavy traffic pick up 
exhaust from the cars they are 
following. Drivers may become 
drowsy, and even if they do not fall 
asleep, their reflexes are diminished 


and accidents can happen. 
Sitting in a parked car with the 
motor running, the windows closed and 
the heater turned on are a deadly 
combination. 
While on the subject of dangerous 
gases, remember the potential hazard 
of gas leaks in the kitchen. Even 
though this gas is more easily detected 
by odor, it can be dangerous. 
The sense of smell may be redued 
while the gas accumulates and 
threatens life. Its explosive qualities 
are well known. Even pilot light leaks 
must be corrected. 
It is tragic to waste a life by a 
careless disregard of the simple rules 
of safety.

Taft Backs 
Rhodes Rail 
Proposal 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — U.S. Sen. 
Robert Taft Jr., R-Ohio, has promised 
an immediate follow up with federal 
officials on Gov. James A. Rhodes’ 
proposal to include big city rail 
commuter service in the latter’s 
master transportation plan. 
Rhodes said Monday he is recom­ 
mending that Ohio earmark $55 million 
in state funds for railroads in a $1.64 
billion bond issue he wants to place 
before voters in the June 3 primary. 
Ohio could cooperate with Amtrak, 
the federally-subsidized rail service, to 
establish commuter routes between 
Cincinnati and Cleveland by way of 
Columbus and Dayton, and between 
Cleveland and Pittsburgh by way of 
Youngstown. 
The state would attract an additional 
$25 million in federal funds with its $55 
million, for a total of $80 million. Of 
that total, $60 million would be used for 
the Cincinnati-Cleveland route. The 
plan envisions commuter trains 
traveling 80 miles an hour. 
"The remaining $20 million of the 
state and federal money would be used 
to make improvements necessary for 
similar service in the Cleveland- 
Pittsburgh corridor,” Rhodes said. 
Among other things, the program 
calls for the state to put up signals and 
to help with purchase of ‘‘modern and 
comfortable rolling stock (rail cars).” 
Rhodes said any possible con­ 
stitutional problems could be worked 
out and said the new service would 
provide 60 per cent of the state’s 
residents "with a safe, comfortable al­ 
ternative to highway travel.”

Marietta Mayor James F. Sch- 
weikert and Thomas A. dosser of the 
Buckeye 
Hills-Hocking 
Valley 
Regional

District 
agreed. 
"I don’t foresee a whole lot of ports 
along the way,” said Schweikert. ‘‘I 
don’t see how port facilities can be 
built in all those areas,” commented 
dosser. 
dosser expects "a lot of political 
fighting” over location of the ports, 
with the cities lobbying the hardest 
getting them. 
Comments by a number of riverfront 
leaders indicate most believe they are 
in the best possible location for a port 
and will zealously seek the facilities. 
Penn Central 
Won't Cease 
Operations 


PH ILA D ELPH IA (AP) - The 
bankrupt Penn Central Railroad, says 
it won’t have to shut down at the end of 
February after all. 
The line’s trustees had threatened to 
end service at the end of the month 
because of a cash shortage. But the 
trustees today postponed that drastic 
action at the urging of Congress and its 
union employes. 
"The situation remains critical,” the 
court-appointed trustees warned in a 
statement. 
A week ago before the House 
Commerce Committee, the trustees 
said if they didn’t receive an im­ 
mediate grant from the federal 
government the Penn Central would 
decline to accept freight shipments for 
future delivery beginning about Feb. 
18 and on Feb. 25 the Penn Central 
would "cease operations altogether.” 
At the time, several members of the 
committee called the railroad’s 
shutdown threat "blackmail.” 
The trustees said that since then 
‘‘several 
new 
and 
favorable 
developments have enabled us to 
postpone that announcement” and 
permit Congress "to grant such relief 
as will be necessary to avoid such a 
shutdown.” 
Congress is in recess until next 
Tuesday. 
The trustees said the railroad still 
needs $14 million to meet a payroll at 
the end of the month.

of

necessary cash was coming from 
"several of our important shippers 
who have offered to implement ex­ 
traordinary steps to accelerate 
payments.”

He pushed the United 
States into war with Spain, advocated 
sweeping social change and became 
the defender of the common people.

California. His collection of antiques 
and art objects filled warehouses. 
He was a vaudevillian who took the 
whole world as his stage and enacted 
an endless series of fantastic charades 
for more than half a century. He was a 
magnificent loser, a fearless fighter 
and an eccentric individualist.”

Food Price Drop Possible 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Economists 
in the Agriculture Department say 
there is a chance some food prices may 
decline by the end of 1975 but they 
quickly add that there are some big ifs. 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Butz 
said Monday in New York that record 
wheat, com and soybean crops will 
mean cheaper food later this year. But 
he also said built-in middleman costs 
will keep any price declines relatively 
small. 
The department’s Outlook and 
Situation Board has injected another 
big qualifier: the weather. Too much 
rain last spring, drought in the sum­ 
mer and premature frosts held last 
year’s harvests well below ex­ 
pectations. 


If farmers have average planting 
and growing conditions this year they 
could produce a record com crop, the 
board said Monday. Counting sor­ 
ghums. oats and barley, total livestock 
feed grain output could be up 25 to 40 
per cent from last year. 
“ Feed grain prices may moderate 
enough to encourage expansion in 
feeding industries,’’ the board said in a 
report. “ But if poor weather strikes 
the crops again, small supplies and 
exceptionally high prices would 
continue to have serious repercussions 
on U.S. livestock industries and on 
grain exports.” 
Prices of com and other grain have 
declined from record peaks of a few 
months ago. But not before those

nation’s first “ morning after” con­ 
traceptive is expected to increase after 
federal approval of the birth control 
drug whfch also has been linked to 
cancer.

or 
diethylstilbestrol, which has been used 
successfully for years by some college 
coeds. 
The FDA said, “ There is no relevant 
evidence at the present time that a 
short course of DES in normal omen, 
as would be used in postcoital con­ 
traception, would expose a woman to 
an increased risk of cancer. At the 
same time, it cannot be said that such 
a risk definitely does not exist.” 
One company already has applied 
for approval to market DES as a 
postcoital contraceptive, when the new 
regulation becomes effective March 7. 
The drug will be available only 
through prescriptions but doctors now 
are expected to prescribe it more 
often. 
DES also has been used to stimulate 
cattle growth, but the FDA banned this 
use in 1973. The ban was upset by a 
court in January 1974 and since then 
the PDA has allowed DES in cattle 
feed, provided that no trace appears in 
any food for human consumption. 
Because of concern that DES may 


cause cancer when taken over 
prolonged periods, the FDA said it will 
require patient brochures and new 
labeling emphasizing that it should be 
taken only for emergencies such as 
rape. However, physicians will be free 
to determine what constitutes an 
emergency in each patient’s case. 


The FDA said that 25-milligram 
tablets taken twice daily for five days 
usually prevents pregnancy, if the 
regimen begins within 24 hours and not 
less than 72 hours following sexual 
relations. 
Some 
campus 
clinics 
have 
prescribed DES for several years. 
Ralph Nader’s Health Research Group 
has protested to the FDA that the then- 
unauthorized prescribing for that 
purpose put young women at risk 
because they were not warned of 
possible serious consequences. 


Dr. Arthur L. Herbst of Harvard 
University has reported that scores of 
young girls whose mothers took DES 
during pregnancy later developed rare 
vaginal and cervical cancer. He found 
that 24 of the first 154 such cancer 
victims diagnosed had died. The drug 
frequently was taken to prevent 
miscarriages, but its effectiveness for 
that purpose has since been disproven. 
Other experts have estimated that 
between 3,000 and 27,000 women have 
or will experience DES-linked cancer.

“ In spite of the reduction in cattle 
feeding beef production (by packing 
plants) is running ahead of a year ago 
because of heavy slaughter of cattle off 
grass, and this is expected to continue 
through 1975,” the report said. 
During the final quarter of last year, 
feed grain use — including exports — 
was down 18 per cent from Oct.-Dec. 
1973, the report said. 
“ Thus, disappearance (use) has 
begun to decline in line with this year’s 
smaller supply,” officials said.

DES Regulations Announced By USD A

WASHINGTON ( A P ) — livestock 
producers will have to certify when 
they send animals to slaughter that 
they have withdrawn the growth 
hormone DES from feed at least 14 
days before sale, says the Agriculture 
Department. 
The announcement, effective im­ 


mediately, reinstitutes a certification 
program that had been dropped 
earlier. The cancer-linked chemical 
was banned by a federal court early in 
1973, meaning that the certification 
system also was scrapped. 
But about a year ago a federal court 
reversed the ban order clearing the 
way for use of DES, a synthetic 
chemical used to boost animal growth 


The Agriculture Department had not 
reordered the certification procedure 
until now. 
The chenucal — diethylstilbestrol — 
has been known to cause cancer in 
laboratory animals when fed in large 
doses. Federal rules prohibit any trace 
of it in food for human consumption. 
Under the announcement Tuesday, 
cattle and sheep producers have to 


certify that they have withdrawn DES 
from animal feed at least 14 days 
before selling them to packing plants 
The earlier rules, in effect before the 
all-out ban in early 1973, required a 
seven-day withdrawal. 
“The longer withdrawal period will 
provide additional protection to the 
consumer from possible residues of 
DES appearing in the meat supply. 


and also give more protection to the 
producer against potential violation of 
the law,” Dr. Francis J. Mulhem, head 
of the department’s Animal and Plant 
Health Inspection Service, said in a 
statement. 
Although DES has been found in 
samples of beef and sheep livers, none 
has ever been reported in the red meat 
tissue that goes to the nation’s con­ 


sumers. 
DES is a versatile chemical. The 
Food and Drug Administration earlier 
this week cleared the way for its 
limited use as a “morning after” 
contraceptive.

DETROIT (AP) — Truck sales, long 
considered a strong indicator of the 
nation's economic health, 
have 
plunged into what industry analysts 
fear may be a prolonged slump. 
The truck market remained strong 
throughout most of 1974, while car 
sales plummeted. Now trucks are into 
their own slump and industry analysts 
say the market will worsen by spring. 
Truck sales last month were off 19 
percent from January’ 1974 and trailed 
the record pace set in January 1973 by 
35 per cent. Sales in February and 
March are expected to decline further. 


‘‘It s like a double whammy,” said 
one company spokesman. “ First car 
sales fall, and now trucks.” 
“ Retail business is off so stores 
aren’t carrying the inventories they 
used to,” said a spokesman at General 
Motors Truck and Coach Division. 
“ That means tonnage is down and 
trucks are hauling less. As a result the 
big fleets aren’t ordering.” 
Truck sales last year were 2.7 
million, a 14.5 per cent decline from 
the record 3.16 million sold in 1973 but 
still the second best year for trucks in 
industry history-. 


Optimistic forecasts put truck sales 
this year at 2.5 million. 
During the first nine months of 1974, 
truck deliveries were running at a 
near-record pace — establishing new 
sales marks in June and August. But in 
the fourth quarter sales fell 30 per cent 
below year-earlier levels. Some truck 
plants were closed. 
Industry analysts say truck sales 
traditionally have held up longer than 
car sales when the nation’s economy 
falters because trucks aren’t a dis­ 
cretionary purchase like autos. 
"Truck buyers are businessmen. 


Their buying habits are more con­ 
sistent because they may budget for 
them a year in advance,” said one 
analyst. 


But industry spokesmen also con­ 
cede those rules don’t apply as much 
as they used to. In recent years there 
has been a boom in light truck sales, 
which now account for 85 per cent of 
the total market. 


While medium and heavy duty 
trucks are bought for commercial 
purposes, many small trucks now are 
purchased for personal use.

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State Guard Recruitment Set 
Ohio Gets 920 Million LEAA Grant 


COLUMBUS,Ohio (AP)— Maj. Gen. 
James C. Clem, new state adjutant 
general, is starting out with a four- 
point recruiting program aimed at 
bringing the Ohio National Guard to 
full strength by July I. 
Gen. Clem has initiated more per­ 
sonal contact with the state’s news 
media, increased advertising, set up 
more training for recruiters and plans 
a program to take the guard’s message 
into every Ohio high school. 
“Young people of today are more 
thoughtful about their future careers 
than a few years ago and more aware 
of their obligations to their commu­ 
nities and country,’’ he said.

“Not just the money, but the chance 
for community service and training for 
civilian occupations will up guard 
strength, now about 6 per cent short of 
the 20,5000 authorized in Ohio,” Gen. 
Clem said. 


Among other factors working to the 
guard’s advantage, he is convinced, 
are economic conditions and increased 
college costs. These two things will 
make the guard more attractive, he 
said. 
Ohio's 69th adjutant general has had 
32 years military experience. He has 
been a drug store clerk, farm laborer, 
truck driver, painter, carpenter’s 
helper and insurance salesman. 
Gen. Gem spent more than four 
years in combat in the Pacific and 
Korea. A graduate of Ohio State 
University and the Army’s Command 
and General Staff College, he holds the 
Meritorious Service medal and two 
Bronze Star medals. 
He has a reputation for being out­ 
spoken. 
“ I’ll probably get in trouble 
somewhere along the line,” he said, 
“but when I do I’ll be trying to do 
something I consider right for the 
National Guard.”

PUCO Expansion 
Urged By Solon

Both the legislative and the 
executive branches of state govern­ 
ment have been scrutinizing the PUCO 
and its operations in the 111th General 
Assembly. 
Blast Kills 
Indiana Boy 


GREENWOOD, Ind. (AP) - The 
explosion at a Greenwood home early 
Monday that killed a young boy and 
critically injured his father came from 
a bomb planted next to the house, 
federal officials said. 
U.S. Atty. Stanley B. Miller said 
Monday investigators from the 
Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearm s 
Bureau of the U.S. Treasury Depart­ 
ment had determined an explosive 
similar to dynamite was used. 
“A high-order explosive was placed 
outside and up against the bedroom 
wall,” Miller said. “And the matter is 
still being investigated by Greenwood 
police and...agents of the federal 
government.” 
Killed in the blast, which occurred 
shortly after 3 a.m., was Michael 
Bridges, 12. The boy’s father, Charles 
Bridges Jr., 43, was reported in poor 
condition at St. Francis Hospital in 
Beech Grove. 
Bridges older son, Dan, 16, was 
treated for minor injuries and shock. 
Federal investigators said they 
found a safety fuse outside the house 
near the bedroom window where 
Bridges and his son were sleeping. 


Gov. James A. Rhodes also wants to 
boost the membership to five—but 
appointed by the governor.

Jury Gets 
Tax Case 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - A U.S. 
District Court jury today began a 
second day of deliberations in the case 
of a Middletown sheet metal worker 
who said he refused to pay his income 
tax on constitutional grounds. 
The jury was sent home Monday 
night after receiving the case at 9:30 
a.m. 
Roger Whitesel acted as his own 
attorney during the trial. He told U.S. 
District Court Judge Timothy S. Hogan 
he could not find a lawyer who un­ 
derstood his concept of the U.S. 
Constitution. 
Whitesel was charged with failure to 
properly file tax returns for 1972 and 
1973 and for giving his employer false 
information to stop the company from 
withholding tax money. 
“I felt it was my duty to stand up and 
be counted,” Whitesel said, explaining 
how he allowed himself to be brought 
to trial. 
“We have tried other means of 
protest and none of them have suc­ 
ceeded. Now we are leaving it to a 
jury.” 
Whitesel argued the government had 
never proved he had a tax liability 
since he had never been paid in legal 
tender. 


“People shouldn’t be all hung up on 
hair,” he said. “During the Civil War 
we had a lot of good soldiers who had a 
lot of hair. 
“However, since we are a part of the 
Army, we will expect our men to 
conform to Army standards during 
their two weeks’ annual summer 
training.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - Former 
White House special counsel Charles 
W. Colson will answer questions from 
the Rockefeller commission staff 
following his recent charges that the 
CIA was involved in domestic 
espionage, his lawyer says. 
“We’ll be over there answering 
whatever questions they have to throw 
at him,” Colson’s attorney Kenneth L. 
Adams said in confirming the inter­ 
view scheduled for today. 
Colson, who was released from 
prison less than two weeks ago after 
serving seven months of a one-to-three 
year term for obstruction of justice, 
has claimed the CIA had prior 
knowledge of the Watergate burglary 
and the break-in into the office of 
Daniel Ellsberg’s psychiatrist. 
The full commission held its fifth 
weekly meeting Monday and heard 
from former counterintelligence chief 
James J. Angleton. 
According to a well-placed source, 
Angleton testified under oath that he 
had been kept in the dark about the 
workings of a secret unit within his 
counterintelligence division which 
kept files on 10,000 American citizens. 
The unit was headed by Richard Ober, 
who reported directly to then-CIA 
Director Richard M. Helms, Angleton 
testified.

Ohio will receive $20,424,500 in 
federal Law Enforcement Assistance 
Administration funds to implement 
additional improvements in the state’s 
criminal justice system, LEAA 
Administrator Richard W. Velde 
announced Tuesday in Washington. 
The award includes an $18,273,500 
grant for improvements in law en­ 
forcement and a $2,151,000 grant for 
improvements in the corrections 
system. 
Col. Alphonso C. Montgomery, 
assistant deputy director of the Ohio 


Administration of Justice Division, 
Columbus, said the grants are the 
remainder of an annual grant to Ohio. 
Each year, Ohio receives a grant 
from the LEAA based on population 
after submitting a criminal justice 
plan for the state, he said. This year’s 
grant totals nearly $27 million. 
“The LEAA releases the funds after 
review of the state’s plans,” he said. 
The funds have been allocated as 
follows: $5.1 million to regular law 
enforcement programs; $2.2 million to 
prevention and diversion programs; 
$5.9 million to community-based 


facilities, programs and bureaus; $3.0 
million to systems development, in­ 
cluding police information centers; 
$3.2 million to the courts and defense 
and prosecution programs; and $4.6 
million to adult corrections programs. 
Approximately $2.8 million is used for 
special 
corrections 
programs, 
Montgomery said. 


“Those funds are only three to five 
per cent of money spent in Ohio for the 
criminal justice system,” he said. 
“The bulk of the funding comes from 
local sources.”

U.S. Farm Exports Remain High 
> 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Foreign 
countries have adjusted to soaring 
international oil prices without 
reducing their purchases of U.S. farm 
exports, partly because vast sums col­ 
lected by oil-producing nations have 
been recycled through larger overseas 
purchases and foreign investments, an 
Agriculture Department expert said 
today. 
O. Halbert Goolsby of the de­ 
partm ent’s 
Economic 
Research 
Service said an “ intricate network” of 
financial arrangements helped spread 
oil revenues enough so that major eco­ 
nomic dislocations were avoided in 
1974, the first full calendar year of 
higher petroleum prices. 
“ Yet U.S. farmers, now planning 
their crop acreages for 1975, are 
rightly concerned about the continued 
economic strength of foreign markets 
which took about a third of the 
agricultural commodities they har­ 
vested last year,” he said. 
Goolsby, who specializes in in­ 
ternational finance, made his analysis 
in a report published by the depart­ 
ment’s Foreign Agricultural Service. 
Farm exports rose to a record $22 bil­ 
lion in calendar 1974 against $17.7 
billion in 1973, he said. 
“ Fortunately, no major market for 
U.S. farm exports has yet severely 
restricted agricultural trade as a 
means of adjusting to higher oil

The 
exception was Denmark where re­ 
serves dropped about one-third. 
Goolsby said that while oil importing 
countries “ generally managed to live 
with unrealistically high oil prices” 
last year, the cost was substantial. 
Member nations of OPEC, the oil ex­ 
porting countries, collected about $90 
billion in petroleum sales last year, 
more than quadruple those for 1973. 
In addition, Goolsby said, OPEC 
countries collected aboil* $5 billion 


from other exports and services, 
making 1974 foreign earnings total 
around $95 billion. 
“ Of this, OPEC countries probably 
spent about $35 billion to import goods 
and services, leaving some $60 billion 
in foreign exchange to invest outside 
their borders,” he said. 
Thus, Goolsby said, part of what he 
called the economic vitality of oil- 
importing nations last year was 
because of OPEC investments through 
private money markets or as direct 
loans and grants to those countries. 
“ Prelim inary U.S. estimates in­ 
dicate that about 18.5 per cent of OPEC 
investments were rn the United States; 
13.5 per cent in sterling assets in the 
United Kingdom; 35 per cent in the 
Eurocurrency market; and 33 per cent 
was invested elsewhere,” Goolsby 
said.

Americans 
Blame Arabs 


NEW YORK (AP) - A majority of 
the American people blame foreign oil 
producers for inflation and the 
recession in the United States, ac­ 
cording to the Harris poll. 
Of 1,543 households surveyed, 76 per 
cent said the price increase of crude oil 
was responsible for inflation and 66 per 
cent charged Arab oil producers with 
causing the recession in the United 
States. 
The report said Americans favored 
Israel by 52 to 7 per cent while 24 per 
cent supported neither, 6 per cent said 
they felt equally toward the disputants 
and ll per cent said they were not sure. 
The poll said that a year ago only 39 
per cent of Americans favored Israel 
over the Arabs. 


Sunday marked six months since 
Nixon stepped down because of the 
Watergate scandal, and with it came 
the loss of most of his staff, his fleet of 
ll cars and his office complex. 
On Saturday night Nixon and his 
wife, Pat, hosted a party at his seaside 
villa for the departing staff, and some 
of those present said the former presi­ 
dent looked more tan and fit than he 
had in recent months. Korff suggested, 
however, that Nixon’s mood was less 
cheerful than it might have appeared. 
“ He made a serious effort to convey 
an impression of gregariousness, hope, 
and even humor because he felt so 
strongly that he did not want the staff 
to leave in sadness,” Korff said. 
Korff said he did not attend the 
private party because he had visited 
the former chief executive earlier 
Saturday and didn’t want to be pained 
by “ the extreme effort that I knew he 
would undertake to shield from his 
employes his frustration and unhap­ 
piness." 
Korff said Nixon has “ profound 
regrets” about the Watergate scandal 
and has acknowledged it was because 
of the scandal that he resigned on Aug. 
9. But the rabbi was not more specific 
about Nixon’s “ regrets.” 
"President Nixon is a lonely and 
troubled man,” said Korff, who heads 
the President Nixon Justice Fund, 
which is trying to raise money to pay 
the former chief executive’s bills. 
He said Nixon still owes a balance of 
$175,000 on his total legal expenses of 


$275,000, and about $23,000 on a $34,000 
medical bill. Korff said the Justice 
Fund, which already paid $100,000 of 
the legal tab, has only about $10,700 
left. 
Only four persons remain on the 
Nixon payroll now, compared with the 
transition staff of about 30 aides and 
federal employes who accompanied 


him when he returned to California. 
Meanwhile, literary agent Irving 
I^azar said Nixon has received a 
$175,000 advance for his as yet untitled 
book, the I/)s Angeles Times said in its 
Sunday editions. Nixon is “ going to 
level” in the upcoming book on 
Watergate, I^azar was quoted as 
saying. 
Flu Outbreak M ild In Ohio 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Despite 
scattered outbreaks of the disease 
around the state, the influenza season 
in Ohio has been comparatively mild, 
the acting chief of the state’s com­ 
municable diseases division said 
Monday. 
“ There was an increase in the cases 
around Steubenville about two weeks 
ago and some schools in Auglaize 
County had a number of cases,” said 
Dr. Thomas J. Hatpin. “ But for the 
present, nothing’s happened that is 
very unusual.” 
Dr. Hatpin said doctors at Cleveland 
Metropolitan General Hospital’s in­ 
fluenza laboratory isolated an in­ 
fluenza virus in that city last week. 
Dr. Steven Mostow, director of the 
Cleveland laboratory, said it was a 
“ close relative of the Port Chalmers 
strain... the same strain that’s been 
running through the state and the 
entire country.” 
Dr. Mostow said health officials in 
Cleveland are keeping a close eye on it 


because potentially it could affect 
around 50,000 persons. 
“ During a flu outbreak,” he ex­ 
plained, “ the attack rate runs from 5 to 
IO per cent. Taking the lower figure 
and the population of Cleveland, 
roughly one million, we come up with 
the figure of 50,000.” 
Dr. Halpin said the state has an 
influenza monitoring system that 
includes 
reports 
from 
hospital 
emergency rooms, school systems and 
large industries in major metropolitan 
areas. 
“ We haven’t found much increase in 
those parameters since the start of the 
season,” he said. 
According to figures compiled by his 
office, 234 cases of influenza have been 
reported since the beginning of the 
year. The total number of cases re­ 
ported in 1974 was 9,365. 
Dr. Halpin said influenza is most 
dangerous to older persons or in­ 
dividuals with chest, lung or cardiac 
problems.

NEW YORK (A P) - Alan Ameche 
scored the winning touchdown in what 
has become known as ‘‘the greatest 
football game ever played.” Now he 
and seven other stars have joined the 
greats of the game. 
Ameche, Frank Gifford, Pete 
Dawkins, Paul Giel, Don Coleman, 
Averell Darnell, Gust Zamas and the 
late Chester “ Chet” Gladchuk were 
named Tuesday to the National Foot­ 
ball Foundation’s college football Hall 
of Fame. 
They were chosen in the “after 1934” 
category and will be formally inducted 
Dec. 9 at the Foundation’s annual 
awards dinner here, along with Coach 
Alonzo ‘‘Jake” Gaither of Florida, who 
was selected earlier. 
Ameche is perhaps best known as 
the star running back of the Baltimore 
Colts who crashed over for the touch­ 
down at 8:15 of overtime to beat Gif­ 
ford and the rest of the New York 
Giants 23-17 in the 1958 National 
Football league championship game. 
But the Foundation is honoring 
Ameche and the other players for their 
collegiate feats. 
Ameche, a Heisman Trophy winner, 
gained 3,345 yards and scored 25 touch­ 
downs in 701 rushes to lead the 
University of Wisconsin to a 26-8-3 
record during the years 1951-54. 
Gifford, now a television sports­ 
caster, starred both at the University 


of Southern California during 1949-51 
and with the Giants as a running back, 
wide receiver and defensive back. 
Dawkins, also a Heisman Trophy 
winner, was a star running back at 
Army during 1956-58 and led the Black 
Knights of the Hudson to a perfect 
season in his last year there. 
Giel, a quarterback and tailback at 
Minnesota during 1951-53 and now the 
school’s athletic director, amassed 
1,473 yards in his senior year, then 
switched to baseball, pitching in the 
major leagues with the New York 
Giants, Pittsburgh Pirates and Min­ 
nesota Twins. 
Coleman was a standout offensive 
tackle at Michigan State during 1949- 
51, playing a major role n the Spar­ 
tans’ 23 victories in 27 games during 
his tenure. He was the first and only 
player at Michigan State to have his 
uniform number retired. Daniell was 
also a tackle and captained the 
University of Pittsburgh team that 
won the Rose Bowl in 1938, his senior 
year. 


Zamas starred at guard with Ohio 
State’s Buckeyes during 1935-37, then 
became a standout with the Chicago 
Bears and Green Bay Packers. 
Gladchuk was a center at Boston 
College during 193640 and later won 
all-pro honors with the Giants in the 
NFL.

He made six inquiries, including one 
to Dan Devine, who then coached the 
Packers. 
‘ Our records from the league office 
show you are still under contract to the 
St. Louis Cardinals and have never 
been waived from their roster,” De- 
vine replied. “ Consequently there is 
nothing I can discuss with you at this 
time in respect to your future.” 
The National Football League 
Players Association < NFLPA) charges 
that the league unfairly restricts 
players who are trying to work out 
contract deals with other clubs. 
The association, in footing court 
costs for 16 present and former NFL 
players who brought the suit, contends 
the league holds arbitrary power over 
players and violates federal antitrust 
laws.

Heath, who led the party to 
defeat in three of the last four 
general elections, withdrew 
after Mrs. Thatcher bested 
him on the first ballot last 
week. 
If Mrs. Thatcher can turn 
the tide and lead the Con­ 
servatives to victory in a 
general election, she would 
become the first woman 
prime minister in British 
history. 
She called in members of 
the shadow cabinet left her by 
Heath, asked them to con­ 
tinue to oversee their special 
fields of interest, and said she 
would ‘‘make haste slowly” 
to find ‘‘a blend of continuity 
and change.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)- 
The Ohio Energy Emergency 
Commission Tuesday com­ 
mitted $157,000 to the Public 
Utilities Commission of Ohio 
to continue a fuel allocation 
plan and do a rate study. 
The money comes from the 
Federal Energy Adminis­ 
tration. The state energy 
commission is the con­ 
tracting 
agency 
as 
designated by the federal 
government. 
David Sweet, a PUCO 
member, said a $97,000 
commitment was needed in 
order for the agency to keep 
nine staffers working on fuel 
allocation. 
Of the ll members once on 
the project, he said, nine were 
on loan from other state 
agencies and three of those 
were terminated under cut­ 
backs last week. 
The energy commission's 
resolution of intent, he said, 
would allow the PUCO to go 
ahead with staffing, knowing 
it will be reimbursed.
